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New council 
leader: ‘Assault 
on wife worst 
thing I’ve done’ 



A councillor who was convicted 12 
years ago of assaulting his wife has 
been named the new leader of 
Northampton Borough Council. 

Councillor Jonathan Nunn, has 
vowed he would never do such a 
thing again, and says he ‘expects 
no forgiveness’ for the ‘worst thing 
I’ve ever done in my life’. 

Cllr Nunn, aged 51, will formally 
be revealed in his new position at 
the next full council meeting, after 
the former leader Cllr Mary 
Markham resigned on Monday in a 
row over the future of a pub in the 
town (see full story on p9). 

The father-of-three, who repre¬ 
sents Nene Valley, said of being 
made the new leader - a position 
which only he applied for: “I am tre¬ 
mendously honoured. It’s a great 
privilege. 

“There is a really big job to do to 
really get our town on track to be 
the best it can be.” 

Looking back on his conviction 
for actual bodily harm in 2004, Cllr 
Nunn said: “It’s something I think 
about every day. 

“It’s the most stupid, wrong thing 
I’ve ever done in my whole life. 

“What should people think of that 
now? 

“Well they shouldn’t think any¬ 
thing other than the fact that it’s a 
terrible, terrible thing. 

“Nobody should be expected to 
accept it, forgive me or anything 
like that. You have to move on. “

A teacher from Northants 
has pleaded guilty to pos¬ 
sessing a catalogue of inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

Phillip Allen, 48 and from 
Potterspury, appeared at 
Northampton Magistrates 
Court on Monday to face 
seven charges. 

The RE teacher, who had 
taught at Shenley Brook 
End school in Milton 
Keynes, was charged with 
making 255 indecent imag¬ 
es of children. 

Out of all the images, 172 
fell into Category A - the 
most extreme kind - fol¬ 
lowed by 46 in Category B 
and 37 in Category C. 

Mr Allen - who appeared 
at Magistrates in a dark suit 
and tie - was also charged 


with possessing two pro¬ 
hibited images. He pleaded 
guilty to all charges. 

Prosecuting, Jerena 
Tomaszewska told the court 
the images were found on 
three devices - including 
Mr Allen’s laptop, iPad and 
an external hard-drive - 
after police officers raided 
the house he shares with 
his wife in June this year. 

Magistrates’ then sent the 
case to Northampton 
Crown Court, where Mr 
Allen - who has frequently 
written for the Times 
Educational Supplement as 
a prominent figure in reli¬ 
gious education - will be 
sentenced on November 11. 

He has been granted con¬ 
ditional bail, on the condi¬ 
tion that he does not come 
into unsupervised contact 
with under the age of 18.

Ex-PCC ‘gave 
out MP’s info’

Northamptonshire’s first Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
appeared in court on Tuesday 
accused of passing information 
about Wellingborough MP Peter 
Bone. 

Adam Simmonds, 39, denied 
disclosing information relating to 
a criminal investigation into the 
Conservative MP when he 
appeared at Westminster 
Magistrates’ Court. 

The alleged breach took place 
between November 2013 and May 
2014, when Simmonds was still in 
his role as PCC, and is said to 
involve him passing the informa¬ 
tion to colleagues inside the 
Conservative Party. 

Simmonds was elected in 2012, 
describing himself in a Guardian 
interview as ‘the George 
Washington of the system’. 


He served until 2016, when he 
was replaced by fellow 
Conservative Stephen Mold. 

John Law, prosecuting, said: 
“This is a case relating to the dis¬ 
closure of information regarding 
a criminal investigation into a 
then and current Member of 
Parliament. 

“This was done by this defend¬ 
ant having received information 
in his capacity as Police and 
Crime Commissioner and pass¬ 
ing it to a number of colleagues in 
the Conservative Party between 
the dates that we have heard. 

‘It is plainly serious to disclose 
this information and plainly in 
breach of trust as a public serv¬ 
ant, as he received this informa¬ 
tion in a professional capacity.” 

Simmonds, of Leicester, denies 
one count of breaching the Data 
Protection Act. 

He was granted bail ahead of a 
hearing at Southwark Crown 
Court on November 15.

hope to ‘bring back that old 
community lifestyle that 
used to be so great’. 

He said: “Both Ian and I 
had been working on the 
doors at pubs and clubs for a 
few years, and we just kind 
of felt that Northampton 
didn’t really have a respect¬ 
able place for the more 
mature clientele to go and 
have a drink in peace. 

“Also, working on the 
doors, we got fed up with a 
certain type of client. So in 
June, we thought let’s set up 
our own bar and create 
somewhere that is a bit more 
respectable and well- 
mannered.” 

Aiming to ‘fill a 
niche in the 
market’, Adam 
says the trio will 
be ‘rotating’ the 
pub’s drinks 
offering every 
week, so that 
regulars can ‘come 
in every week and 
never have the same thing 


twice’. They will be offering 
six ales, one continental 
cider, a house white wine, a 
house red wine, soft drinks 
and tea and coffee. 

The brands of alcoholic 
drinks will change each 
time a 

barrel runs dry. 

The interior of the Ale 
House will feature a log fire, 
tables and chairs and wood¬ 
en floorboards. 

In the long term, the 


owners hope to open up the 
basement so the pub 
stretches over two floors. 

Looking ahead to the 
opening, Adam said: “I am 
more excited than I could 
possibly put into words. 

“We had a vision in June, 
put figures to paper etc and 
had an idea of where we 
wanted to go in terms of 
decorating. 

“But in all honesty every 
time we put something 


down that we thought of 
originally, it didn’t work and 
we ended up going to the 
opposite end of the scale! 

“It’s almost as if the pub is 
telling us what it wants itself 
- it has developed it’s own 
character and now we’re just 
going along with it. 

“We can’t wait to open.”

Leader of 
council quits 
in pub row

The leader of Northampton 
Borough Council has quit her 
position following a row with 
colleagues over the future of a 
pub in the town. 

Mary Markham made the shock 
announcement during a heated 
meeting with her cabinet mem¬ 
bers at the Guildhall last Friday 
night. 

She told the Northants Herald 
and Post she would be starting 
the formal process of her resigna¬ 
tion on Monday but will remain 
as a councillor. 

Mrs Markham, who has the 
leader of the Conservative-led 
authority since 2015, said the row 
was over the future of the Barn 
Owl in Rectory Farm. 

Plans had been approved for the 
empty pub to be turned into a 
Co-op store, but a legal clause 
states it can only remain as a pub¬ 
lic house. 

The authority had then planned 
to amend the clause at a meeting 
on Wednesday to allow for the 
plans - which local residents are 
against - to go ahead. 

But at a Conservative group 
meeting last Friday, five of the 
eight cabinet members said they 
don’t want to change the clause - 
which Mrs Markham strongly 
disagreed with. 

She claims if the clause 
remained, the current owners of 
the site would mount a legal chal¬ 
lenge against the council - which 
could result the authority losing 
£ 200 , 000 . 

Mrs Markham told the 
Northants Herald and Post: “I 
understand how the public feel 
(about the plans), but I couldn’t 
take the risk - because I see my 
job as leader, me being responsi¬ 
ble and the person who is answer- 
able for the public purse. 

“I can’t justify taking that risk of 


£200,000 of public money when 
I’ve spent the last 18 months 
trying to resolve the money that 
has already gone missing (£10.25 
million loan to Northampton 
Town Football Club). 

“I was committed and I did the 
job while the cabinet felt that I 
was the right person to do the job. 
But they felt this was more 
important to them, and that they 
needed me to sacrifice my 
principles and the commitment 
that I give to the people of 
Northampton to protect the 
public purse. 

“Well, that was a step too far and 
something I wasn’t prepared to 
do.” 

Mrs Markham says she will 
remain as a councillor of Park 
ward, adding: “I appreciate the 
help and support and I have 
enjoyed working with the many 
businesses and organisations. I’ll 
continue as a councillor to 
represent the people of 
Northampton.” 

Following the news, the leader 
of the opposition Labour group 
on Northampton Borough 
Council told the BBC she was 
‘quite sad’ that Mrs Markham was 
resigning as leader of the author¬ 
ity, saying that although she 
‘often’ didn’t agree with her, the 
councillor was a ‘very effective 
leader’. 

She agreed that the Barn Owl 
pub should be ‘retained for com¬ 
munity use’ but that the cabinet 
‘should take seriously’ the threat 
of a court case. 

She also said they all should 
have ‘talked through all the 
issues’ before it came to a head. 

The borough councillor for 
Rectory Farm, Conservative 
James Hill, who had campaigned 
to keep the covenant on the Barn 
Owl pub, also said he ‘very sad’ 
about Mrs Markham’s decision, 
but added that the covenant on 
the pub was ‘an issue that is big¬ 
ger than Rectory Farm’.

NGH parking 
charges one 
of highest

Patients at Northampton 
General Hospital are paying 
some of the highest parking 
prices in England, new figures 
have revealed. 

The cost to park at NGH is the 
sixth highest in the country, with 
patients and visitors forced to 
fork out £3.10 for a one-hour visit 
(price for 0-3 hours). 

This is higher than the The 
Royal Free Hospital in London (at 
£3), while the most expensive is 
the Royal Surrey County Hospital 
where it costs £4. 

These prices have been revealed 
this week as part of a Freedom of 
Information request by the Press 
Association. 

Analysis of the data also 
suggests there has been a 15 per 
cent average rise in charges 
across a third of trusts in England 
between 2014 and 2016. 

At the other end of the scale, car 
parking at Trafford General 
Hospital in Greater Manchester is 
free for up to three hours. 

Some trusts allow patients and 
visitors to park for free for the 
first 30 minutes before charges 
start. 

But others have scrapped 
cheaper charges for short stays, 
meaning people have to pay a flat 
fee covering up to three hours

even if they are only staying for 45 
minutes. 

Responding to the figures, a 
spokesperson for Northampton 
General Hospital said: “Revenue 
from our park avoids money 
being taken out of patient care 
budgets to help cover the costs of 
ongoing maintenance of car 
parks barriers, road 
infrastructure and resurfacing, 
signage and lease costs. It also 
covers the costs of installation, 
replacement and maintenance of 
CCTV across the hospital site as 
well as the hospital’s security 
team and travel office staff. 

“Our car parking charges are 
broadly in line with the borough 
council’s car park costs, in order 
to discourage shoppers from 
using spaces at the hospital - 
which, unlike many hospitals 
across the country is on a town 
centre site.”

A mobility scooter hire 
service is to close down for 
good, despite desperate 
attempts to keep it going 
amid a lack of funding. 

NorthamptonShopmobility, 
based in the town centre, 
which hires out wheelchairs 
and scooters for £3 a use, will 
close next Saturday following 
an extensive review. 

It had cost £40,000 a year to 
operate the service, but since 
Northampton Borough 
Council cut its funding from 
£11,000 to £8,000 earlier this 
year, it has been under threat 
of closure. 

This came a year after the 
local authority had already 
reduced the funding - 
provided by its Partnership 
Grant Fund - from £22,000 to 
£ 11 , 000 . 

A spokesperson for the 
service, which is based at the 
Mayorhold car park, said 
desperate attempts had been 
made to keep it afloat. 

The scheme had looked at 
‘offering to transfer the 
service to another organisa¬ 
tion, support to obtain 


additional funding, 

increasing daily hire charges 
and creating a greater 
awareness of the scheme to 
increase the amount of hires 
of the underutilised 
equipment’, but to no avail. 

Sam Towell, the chairman 
of trustees of the 
Northampton Door to Door 
Service, which operates the 
Shopmobility service, said: 
“We would like to thank our 
loyal and dedicated team of 
volunteers and staff who 


have managed the scheme 
over the many years it has 
operated in the town centre. 

“We find it very sad and 
disappointing that we have 
been unable to save the 
scheme and fully under¬ 
stand the impact this is 
going to have on all of the 
users of the scheme who will 
no longer be able to access 
the town centre and go to 
Northampton General 
Hospital for out-patient 
appointments.”

The roundabout in question 
is along Great Billing Way in 
Northampton, near to Little 
Billing and very close to 
Michael Solesbury’s house in 
Swinford Hollow. 

Mr Solesbury, who has been 
at the address for two years, 
said this was the fourth colli¬ 
sion in three years and is now 
calling for a motorway-style 
crash barrier to be placed 
around the roundabout. 

He feels this is the only way 
to stop anyone being killed if 
another crash happens at this 
location. 

The latest incident occurred 
in the early hours of Saturday 
morning when a car skidded 
through a fence and embed¬ 
ded itself in the wall of the 


house. Mr Solesbury said: 
“This has been the fourth 
accident in three years and 
the third time damage has 
been caused to this property, 
but this is by far the worst 
damage. 

“This roundabout is near a 
direct footpath which takes 
children to school and people 
to church and people are 
walking along here all day. 

“I fear someone will be 
killed if another accident 
happens. 

“There needs to be protec¬ 
tion around this roundabout 
like a motorway crash barrier. 
At least if a car hit this barrier 
it would stop it heading 
towards the path. 

“I just fear someone will be 
killed in future. 

“There used to be a metal 
fence but that was so badly 
fitted it fell down. 

“And now there is only this 
fence which has been 
smashed. 

“If cars are speeding there is 
an adverse camber here so 
they end up clipping the 


roundabout. This time the 
car which hit my house has 
caused a lot of damage.” 

Now Mr Solesbury is calling 
for action. 

He added: “You can see 
there is no real protection on 
or off the roundabout to 
protect the general public. 

“There needs to be protec¬ 
tion to stop or avoid the 
possibility of a death to a 
member of the general public, 

“This could be a child or a 
family innocently walking to 
or from school or to the near¬ 
by church. 

“The council does have a 
duty of care in these circum¬ 
stances, 

“A proper motorway armco 
around the footpath and the 
roundabout would protect 
the general public and the 
properties near the round¬ 
about. 

“This is the fourth incident 
at this location in three years 
where damage has occurred 
to privatley owned properties 
along with council owned 
street furnishings.”

Shoe-making one

Blackpool is famous for 
making the legendary 
Blackpool Rock while 
Northampton is famous for 
making shoes. 

If our town produced a 
similar product called 
Northampton Rock, then I 
am sure it would have the 
words ‘Made in Northamp¬ 
ton’ around the edge and in 
the middle a picture of a 
shoe with the word quality 
stamped through it. 

This quality can be seen on 
a daily basis at Tricker’s 
factory in St Michael’s Road, 
Northampton, where I was 
given a guided tour. 

Starting on the top floor I 
saw the lasts of those who 
had ordered and bought 
bespoke made shoes in the 
past 25 years. 

Each pair of bespoke shoes 
made by Tricker’s can cost 
£1,500 and each last, which 
is individually made for each 
customer, costs £200. 

One of the artisans who 
make the bespoke shoes is 
Kevin Trill. 

Kevin, who will have been 
with Tricker’s for four years 
in May, is an apprentice. 

He said: “I started out 
doing repairs then went onto 
do the sewing and now I am 



learning how to last shoes. 

“Making bespoke shoes 
means I am part of the 
company’s heritage and I 
understand what I am creat¬ 
ing means to each customer. 

“I see the letters they send 
us thanking us for making 
their shoes.” 

The next room on the tour 
was the clicking room. 

This is where the leather is 
cut into the shapes needed 
for each boot or shoe. It is a 
skilled job as each clicker 
needs to use as much of the 
skin as possible and not 
waste any. They do not just 
cut leather but cut ostrich, 


stingray, crocodile and 
snake skins. A bespoke pair 
of crocodile skin shoes will 
set you back £4,000. 

Next we moved into the 
closing room this is the area 
where the ladies sew the 
pieces of leather together to 
form the uppers. 

These are then sent to the 
lasting room where all the 
uppers are closed by putting 
team on a last to fit the 
correct foot size. 

The last is like a wooden 
foot which the leather is 
attached around to give it 
shape while it is being made 
into a shoe or a boot. Once

the shape has been 
constructed the shoe or boot 
is sent to the back part 
moulding machine to give it 
the correct shape. Then it is 
off to the welting room 
where the cavity between 
the welt and insole is filled 
with a layer of cork. This 
gives the shoe warmth and 
makes it waterproof. 

Then it is off to the finish¬ 
ing room where the soles of 
the boots or shoes are 
stitched on. After this 
process they travel to the 
shoe room where they are 
cleaned, polished and 
burnished by hand.

Home to very successful folk 



FOLK-rock band Mumford and 
Sons’ second studio album, 

Babel, has so far been their most 
successful topping the charts in 
both the UK and the US last year 
and selling over two million 
copies. It has also been the UK’s 
fastest-selling rock album of the 
decade so far. 

The band has come a long way 
since it formed in 2007. It now 
has three hugely successful 
albums under its belt, is 
internationally successful and 
has been given several gongs 
including a Brit and six Grammy 
Awards.

EDDIE the Eagle is the only 
British Olympic competitor to 
find fame and fortune from 
coming last in his chosen sport. 

His persistence and hard work 
at mastering ski jumping during 
the run up to the 1988 Calgary 
Olympics, and subsequent 
plucky performance during two 
competitions, garnered Edwards 
millions of fans back at home 
and across the world. 

But there’s more to Eddie than 
meets the eye. Although he’s a 
source of amusement here, 
before he took up jumping 
Edwards narrowly missed 
getting into the national 
downhill squad and is taken 
seriously in his adopted homes 
of Finland and Canada. 

He’s also recently been 
working in TV, including 
commentating on Channel 4’s 
reality TV programme The Jump 
and also participating in a 
similar ITV programme called 
Splash with Tom Daley. 

And this year a film based 


loosely on his Olympic story was 
released starring Taron Egerton 
and Hugh Jackman. Some of the 
scenes portraying Eddie’s earlier 
life in Britain were filmed on a 
street in Harlsden, North 
London that has become a 
regular location for movie and 
music video makers. 

As well Eddie the Eagle, 
Stephenson Street has featured 


in 1965 movie The Ipcress File 
starring Michael Caine, 2002 TV 
drama series Foyle’s War, and 
the 1982 video for Madness’s 
chart topper Our House.

A uthor, screenplay 
writer, intellectual 
and activist Gove 
Vidal was no 
stranger to 

controversy. He locked horns 
with actor Charlton Heston 
over his script for 1959 epic Ben 
Hur and courted controversy 
with his 1948 novel The City 
and the Pillar, which tackled 
homosexuality head on during 
a period of extreme 
conservatism. 

He was also famous for his 
public and often violent spats 
with other leading American 
writers including Truman 
Capote and Normal Mailer. 

Such notoriety persuaded 
Vidal to leave the US during the 
1960s and move to Italy where 
he continued to work as a 
writer and screen player. 

His home in Italy was La 
Rondinaia, a villa originally 
built for an English banker in 
the 1930s. It clings to the 


vertiginous Amalfi Coast in the 
region of Salerno, a strip of 
mountainous coastline that’s 
both a UNESCO World Heritage 
Site and a hugely popular 
tourist destination, particularly 
among Americans. 

Vidal lived with his partner 
Howard Austen at La Rondinaia 
for thirty years and entertained 
many of Hollywood’s then 
A-listers including Lauren 
Bacall, Paul Newman, Susan 
Sarandon and even Hilary 
Clinton, before ill health forced 


him to return to America. 

His footprint can still be seen 
at the property. He installed its 
pool from which bathers can 
enjoy panoramic views of the 
coast. 

The four-storey property has 
38 rooms including six 
bedrooms and seven bathrooms 
as well as a terrace, olive groves 
and extensive gardens.

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Home where Johnny went wild 



TV presenter Johnny Morris 
was for decades the king of 
children’s entertainment, 
famous for his story telling and 
animal impersonations on the 
hugely popular BBC programme 
Animal Magic. 

For more than 400 episodes 
from 1962 until 1983 Morris was 
to be seen accompanied by his 
ring-tailed lemur, which spent 
much of each show on his 
shoulder. 

The programme revolved 
around Morris being the 
uniformed and peak-capped 
‘keeper’ and engaging in comic 
dialogue with animals from 
Bristol Zoo, whom he also 
voiced. 

His style of TV presenting 
eventually fell out of fashion and 
the show was axed, but for many 
children who watched TV during 
its three-decade run, Morris 
introduced the natural world to 
them in an accessible and 
entertaining way. 

His broadcasting story started 
in the Wiltshire village of 


Aldbourne near Marlborough. 

He lived in the village as a young 
man and used to tell stories in 
the local pub. During one beery 
session he was spotted by 
visiting BBC producer Desmond 
Hawkins who hired Morris on 
the spot. 

He used Morris initially as a 
radio storyteller before moving 
him on to TV roles but, despite 
his later national appeal, Morris 
lived in Aldbourne all his life 
with wife Eileen, first in a small 


cottage and later in Pond House 
on The Square. 

He died in 1999 following 
complications from diabetes. 

His former home is now for 
sale. It has been substantially 
renovated since Morris lived 
there and the 18th century Grade 
II listed semi has four bedrooms 
and overlooks a duck pond.

FOR FANS of TV crime drama 
Luther starring Idris Elba and 
Ruth Wilson the finale of the 
third series came to a climactic 
ending on a rooftop as Luther, 
Tom Marwood, Mary Day and 
Alice Morgan engaged in a 
mildly silly armed standoff. 

The scene was designed to 
illustrate the troubled and 
violent detective’s moral 
dilemma in the flesh; was he 
ultimately a good or a bad 
person? 

Such ethical undercurrents 
have helped make John Luther’s 
character and the series a huge 
hit both in the UK and in the US 
since it first aired in 2010, 
featuring gritty plots set against 
shadowy backdrops. 

This included locations such 
as the City’s Barbican Estate as 
well as in Elephant & Castle, 
Bethnal Green, Waterloo Station, 
Shoreditch and Docklands.

GT-R NISMO breaks cover 



THE flagship of the Nissan GT-R 
range - the GT-R NISMO - will go 
on sale from November 1, with a 
price in the UK of £149,995. 

The high-performance race car for 
the road has power supplied from 
a twin-turbocharged 3.8-litre V6 
delivering 600bhp - 30bhp more 
than any other car in the range. 
The engine features a pair of high- 
flow, large diameter turbochargers 
used in GT3 motor racing 


competition, and power is sent 
to all four wheels via a six-speed 
dual-clutch paddle shift gearbox. 
Like the standard GT-R, the GT-R 
NISMO’s front end features a new 
face with a dramatic new bumper. 
However, for the NISMOI it’s made 
entirely from carbon fibre to 
reduce weight. 

To help cool the car’s high-output 
engine, the dark chrome V-motion 


grille has been enlarged to collect 
more air. 

The redesign has been shaped to 
improve airflow around the vehicle 
and generate a high level of 
downforce, while at the same time 
directing air around the wheels to 
improve the aerodynamics. 

The GT-R NISMO generates more 
downforce than any other Nissan 
production car to date, to create 
high-speed stability. 


The performance of the all-wheel- 
drive GT-R NISMO has also been 
upgraded, thanks in part to the 
standard model’s significantly 
reinforced body structure. This 
allowed the engineering team to 
further refine the GT-R NISMO’s 
shock absorbers, springs and 
stabilisers. 

This upgrade results in the car’s 
improved slalom times and 
superior cornering performance, 
both of which are nearly two per 
cent better than the previous 
version. 

Despite its more potent nature, 
the new GT-R NISMO is said to 
have better overall balance than 
before, evolving into a car that can 
be enjoyed on regular roads as 
well as race circuits. 

A more premium and 
sophisticated interior is one of 
the key enhancements to the new 
GT-R and the NISMO version is no 
exception. 

The redesigned dashboard, 
steering wheel and centre armrest 
are covered with high-quality 
Alcantara leather. Unique to this 
version are the leather-covered 
Recaro carbon bucket seats with 
red inserts.

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Suzuki Baleno 1.0 
Boosterjet SZ5

THERE is no shortage of choice in the 
supermini class and Suzuki has a couple of 
strong contenders in the shape of its popular 
Swift and the recently launched Baleno. 

I have been sampling the very practical Baleno 
which first went on sale in June and is already 
proving popular with private buyers. 

It may seem odd to release the Baleno when 
the company already has the excellent 
Swift competing in this crowded market sector 
but Suzuki feels that there is room for both with 
the Swift catering for sporty buyers and the 
Baleno competing on price and practicality. 
The Baleno sits on a new platform which will 
also feature in the next generation Swift and as 
it is very light this helps the Baleno shine in the 
performance and economy fronts. 

Available with a choice of two power units and two 
trim levels, the talented Baleno costs from £12,999. 
The five-door Baleno is a product of Suzuki’s 
new ‘Liquid Flow’ design theme and while it is 
not exciting to look at it is tidy. 

Style features include a black grille housing the 
Suzuki badging, a rear spoiler, chrome tailgate 
trim, LED daytime running lights, rear privacy 
glass, electrically-adjustable heated door mirrors 
and front fog lights as well as 16-inch alloy wheels. 
For a supermini it offers bags of technology 
including sat nav with Apple CarPlay, Bluetooth 
connectivity, a decent sound system, a clear 
infotainment screen, a three-spoke leather 
covered steering wheel, smart nicely lit 
instrument dials and lots more. 

The materials may not be as good as the class 
leaders but the cabin is user-friendly and roomy. 
Four adults can travel in real comfort and five 
could travel for shorter journeys - with head 
and legroom in back surprisingly generous. 
There is bags of standard equipment, such as 
automatic air conditioning, automatic headlamps, 
guide me home light function, adaptive cruise 
control, keyless entry and a DAB digital radio. 


The Baleno boasts a 320-litre boot and that 
can be increased to 756 litres with the 60:40 
split-folding rear seats dropped flat. In addition 
to increase its practical credentials there is a 
glovebox, central bin, door pockets and a small 
tray just in front of a couple of cup holders. 

Two engines are available in the Baleno - a 1.2 SHV or 
Smart Hybrid Vehicle which is expected to account 
for only 15 per cent of sales - or the super little three 
cylinder 1.0-litre engine fitted to the test car. 

It might be small but the willing three-pot, 1.0 
Boosterjet is up to the job. It might take 11.4 
seconds to reach 62mph but it feels quicker 
and can go on to 124mph, so it has no problem 
cruising at motorway speeds. 

It can deliver combined fuel economy of 
62.7mpg with carbon emissions of 105g/km. 
Thanks to two fairly long journeys I averaged 
considerably more than the claimed figure. 

Fitted with a five-speed manual gearbox the 
Baleno’s powertrain has bags of character and 
only felt a bit wheezy on really steep gradients. 
In town it is an ideal companion and very 
comfortable on longer journeys. 

The Baleno is built in India but feels well screwed 
together and comes with a long list of safety 
equipment including anti-lock brakes with 
electronic brake force distribution, six airbags, 
a tyre pressure monitoring system, radar brake 
support with brake assist function, ISOFIX child 
seat anchorages and childproof door locks. 

The competition is certainly fierce but the Baleno 
is well worth considering if you are looking for 
a practical, value for money supermini that 
delivers on all fronts.

Northampton Saints captain Tom 
Wood believes Alex King took the 
fall for a ‘collective underachieve¬ 
ment’ after the former England 
fly-half left his position as attack 
coach with the club last Friday. 

The surprise announcement 
brought to an end King's three- 
year tenure with Saints, who won 
their first-ever Premiership title 
during his first season with them 
in 2013/14. 

They reached the semi-finals of 
the play-offs after finishing top of 
the table the following year, but 
they failed to finish in the top 
four in the last campaign and 
have struggled to pick up results 
so far this time around. 

Director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
revealed after Saturday's 16-14 
win over Montpellier that the 
decision was made because it was 
felt the time was right to make a 
change in order to improve 
Northampton's fortunes. 

Wood said: “Without going into 
the rights of wrongs of the deci¬ 
sion, it's just brutal when an indi¬ 
vidual takes the fall for what has 
been a collective underachieve- 
ment and we've all got to hold our 
hands up and take some responsi¬ 
bility for that. 

“On a personal note, Kingy's a 
great bloke. I've always got on 
well with him and it's just a real 
shame. He's a family man and it's 
a livelihood at stake, at the end of 
the day. 

“On a human level it is brutal, 
but in a business sense things 
have to evolve and move on. 

“We have to keep getting better 
to challenge ourselves and the 
status quo and I guess that's what 
that decision has been about.'' 

Thankfully, Northampton were 
able to round off a tough week at 
Franklin's Gardens with a hard- 
fought victory in what was their 
first European Champions Cup 
match of the season. 

Wood hopes Saints can now kick 
on, saying: “We desperately need¬ 
ed this for our home fans and our 
own self-belief. We've put in so 
much hard work and we've been 
in some real brutal games where 
we've come off second best. We're 
just glad that we could deliver a 
performance and a win for the 
fans and hopefully this is the lift 
that we need kick our season on.''

Nic Groom has been given a run in 
the starting line-up early on his 
first season with Northampton 
Saints, but the South African 
scrum-half believes their 
supporters are yet to see the best of 
him. 

The 26-year-old signed from Super 
Rugby franchise the Stormers dur¬ 
ing the summer and introduced 
himself by scoring two tries off the 
bench in the opening day defeat 
against Bath last month. 

An injury to fellow No. 9 Lee 
Dickson before the game against 
Wasps gave him his chance to show 
what he could do from kick-off for 
the first time and Groom has stayed 
in the XV in the three games since. 

His kicking game has caught the 
eye so far, with his efforts out of 
hand frequently finding touch deep 
in the opposition’s territory, 
although he feels he has a lot more 
to show the Franklin’s Gardens 
faithful. 

Groom said: “I feel like I haven’t 
quite had that perfect game where I 
can walk away and think ‘that’s 
what I can bring.’ 

“I think there’s certain parts of my 
game that have been good, there 
have been things that I have been 
working on that are coming through 
and I think I’m really contributing 
towards the team in that way. 

“But I’m certainly planning on 
improving in certain areas and 
being able to serve the team and 
influence the game more is some¬ 
thing I think you can expect going 
forward.” 

Key to Groom settling in at 
Northampton is forging relation¬ 
ships with the players around him, 
in particular number 8 Louis 
Picamoles and fly-half Stephen 
Myler. Picamoles is a player who

Groom said: “It’s getting there and 
I think, naturally, things do take 
time. Obviously I’ve only played a 
couple of games with him and stuff, 
but Stephen is a very experienced 
rugby player and he’s got a lot of 
accolades playing here at the 
Saints. 

“I’m just sort of tapping into that 
wealth of knowledge, just looking 
and learning ways that I can 
improve, how I can make him better 
and how he can make me better, 
that sort of thing. 

“Obviously we spend a lot of time 
training together and in every sin¬ 


gle session there are things we are 
working out and things we’re plan¬ 
ning for to really improve.

I think it’s going to be a whole dif¬

Groom said, adding: “We expect a 
hostile crowd, with a really passion¬ 
ate team and supporters. 

“We know we can’t really look into 
their Leinster game last week. With 
all French teams being at home, it’s 
a different challenge altogether. 

“I’m really looking forward to it, 
it’s going to be a great experience - 
I’ve never been to Castres and I’ve 
never really been to France either. 

“It’s kind of these experiences that 
I’ve been relishing in the build-up to 
coming over here, so I’m really 
excited.”

It took until the 41st minute for the 
Cobblers to work Peterborough 
‘keeper Luke McGee as he comfort¬ 
ably held Sam Hoskins’ low shot to 
cap a miserable first half. 

Smith was just about able to deny 
Taylor with his feet two minutes 
after the restart before Brendan 
Moloney miracululously cleared 
another effort from the same player 
off the line soon after. 

Moloney then forced a save out of 
McGee from a narrow angle before 
Gabriel Zakuani had to make a bril¬ 
liant sliding tackle to stop Maddison 
with Smith running into no man’s 
land. 

The match was put to bed once 
and for all with eight minutes left 
when Gwion Edwards’ cross from 
the right was neatly volleyed in by 
his fellow sub Tom Nichols. 

Here’s what we learned from the 
Cobblers’ third defeat in four 
games... 

The gaffer 

The absence of suspended mid¬ 
fielders Matt Taylor and Jak McCourt 
forced Rob Page into a re-think as he 


chose to start with a 3-5-2 formation 
in order to pack the middle of the 
park. 

It meant rare starts for Joel Byrom 
and Marc Richards, but Byrom 
looked rusty, was booked and 
hooked at half-time as Page tried to 
avoid another sending off, and also 
give some extra thrust to his side by 
bringing on John-Joe O’Toole. 

Eventually, he reverted to a back 
four as JJ Hooper entered the fray 
with just under an hour gone, but 
the Cobblers didn’t pose enough of a 
threat to mount a comeback. 

On the plus side 

It might seem strange to use this 
on a night like this, but Hoskins 
shone amongst the gloom and was 
the only Northampton player who 
consistently posed a threat. 

Positives were extremely thin on 
the ground, though, as none of his 
teammates were able to follow his 
example - he even managed to tack¬ 
le someone while injured on the 
ground at one point. 

Could be better 

‘Must be better’ would be better 
suited to describe the way the 
Cobblers defended corners in the 
first half, as they gave themselves a 


mountain to climb. They managed 
to get themselves into decent attack¬ 
ing positions enough times over the 
course of the match, but the final 
ball was sadly lacking as crosses 
were sent sailing over the heads of 
those in the middle. 

Saved by Smith 

Town’s number one was comfort¬ 
ably the busier ‘keeper and did well 
to keep the visitors in business with 
a couple of very good stops. 

The pick of which had to be him 
flying across his goal to keep out a 
wonderful strike by Taylor that 
looked destined for the top corner 
with a save that was reminiscent of 
David de Gea at Anfield on Monday 
night. 

The opposition 

The sad fact of this is that 
Peterborough could have won this 
by more and their attack (including 
their substitutes) were allowed to 
have something of a field day by 
some tentative defending. 

Their centre backs also won near 
enough every header as Town 
struggled for creativity and you can 
only hope there is no repeat of this 
in the return match at Sixfields next 
month.

Northampton manager Rob Page 
says the club’s fans had the right 
to boo their players off after 
Tuesday’s woeful 3-0 defeat to 
local rivals Peterborough United. 

The Shoe Army had waited seven 
years to reacquaint the rivalry 
with Posh, but may have won¬ 
dered whether it was better off not 
suffering an embarrassing defeat 
to their neighbours. 

Town created virtually nothing 
on a night when their defence 
failed to stand up to set-pieces, 
heading into the break 2-0 down 
from two corners before a sucker 
punch third late on. 


Many of the 2,000 plus fans 
chose to boo at the end, some¬ 
thing they’ve seldom had to do 
after a year and a half of winning 
most games. London Road was not 
the place they wanted to start 
doing so. 

Page said after the match: “I 
want to apologise to the fans 
who’ve travelled, I thought they 
were exceptional tonight and right 
to show their frustration at the 
end, I’ve just done it with the play¬ 
ers myself. 

“Nobody is more frustrated with 
that performance than I am. It’s 
not acceptable and we won’t 
accept it. 

“Two set pieces, and we’re 2-0 
down at half-time because of 
them. Too many times I’ve gone in 
at half-time to the changing room 
and said to the lads that we can’t 


keep giving teams silly goals like 
that. 

“We knew they would have a lot 
of the ball and we would have to 
be disciplined in our shape and 
defending, but you can’t give goals 
away like that. It’s really hard to 
take at the minute.” 

Page opted to go with a 3-5-2 
formation following the suspen¬ 
sions of midfielders Matt Taylor 
and Jak McCourt, and brought 
Joel Byrom into the side as well as 
Gabriel Zakuani. 

It was certainly a surprise move, 
one which Page expanded on, and 
didn’t feel really cost his side. 

He said: “I wanted to go positive 
tonight with two up front. To do 
that, knowing that they play a dia¬ 
mond, I needed an extra man in 
the middle of the park, so to bring 
Gabby with his experience back in 


it made sense to go with the three. 

“But the formation had nothing 
to do with the two goals we’ve 
conceded in the first half. I 
thought we weathered the storm 
when we had to, and I had to take 
Joel Byrom off at half-time 
because I didn’t want another Jak 
McCourt scenario where he mis¬ 
times a tackle and finds himself 
with a red. It was unfortunate for 
him but I had to do it. 

“I’m not making excuses but we 
missed the spine of our team 
tonight with Matty’s and Jak’s sus¬ 
pension. 

“We changed the shape at half¬ 
time and I thought we were on top 
for large parts of the second half, 
but when you don’t finish your 
chances and they take a half 
chance and it’s 3-0 and game 
over.” ^

Saints look 
for another 
French win 

Mikey Haywood is expecting another 
big, physical battle up front when 
Northampton Saints look to make it 
two wins out of two in this season’s 
European Champions Cup when 
they face Castres on Saturday. 

Saints’ players came out of last 
week’s opener against Montpellier 
battered and bruised, but victorious 
as they managed to repel one of the 
biggest teams, in terms of sheer size, 
in the game. 

While Castres have often been poor 
travellers in continental competi¬ 
tion, they are formidable opponents 
at home, as Northampton have found 
out in their last three visits there. 

Haywood has targeted getting on 
top of their French opponents in 
areas they consider to be their 
strength in what is their fifth trip to 
the Stade Pierre-Antoine in seven 
seasons.
